HAVE SHUT DOWN. 


HUNDREDS OF MEN ARE IDLE. 


The Workmen Think the Niedring- 


haus Family Is Trying to Teach 
Them How to Vote. 


Granite City, one of the most thriving 
suburbs of St. Louis, has gone to sleep. 
The great factories over there have prac- 
tically suspended operations, and what was 
a hustling little town some two weeks ago 
,is now suggestive of Goldsmith's “Deserted 
Village.”” About 2,000 men are idle. 

There are various industries in Granite 
City, but the life of the town practically 
depends upon the Niedringhaus family. 
They own the St. Louis Stamping W orks, 
the largest plant in the place; the Granite 
City Steel Works and are largely interested 


in the American Steel Foundry Co., of 
which Rolla Wells is president. 
Mr. Wells was formerly president of 


the St. Louis Democracy, but resigned to 
upport a goldbug ticket. ra

closed for some time, in common with the 
other large wire companies of the country, 
but the Niedringhaus-Wells establishment 
only recently allowed their fires to go out 
and gave the employes a vacat.on without 
ay.

MEETING WAS BROKEN UP. 


A Sturdy Farmer Defends His Daugh- 
ter an@ Makes the Toughs 
Wince. 


The Salvation Army Brigade, stationed at 
Belleville, came out Thursday night and 
took its stand just off Main street on the 


Postoffice corner. 

The touchs expected that the police would 
be on hand to preserve the peace and for a 
couple of minutes there was good order, 
but when the crowd saw that one solitary 
unmuscular policeman was the only rep- 
resentative of the decent and peaceable 
people of Belleville they interpreted it as a 
sign that Mayor Sunkel was going to carry 
out his violent threat made several months | 
ago, that he would drive the uniformed 
Christians out of town by force. 

The pushing and striking was evén more 
violent than on Tuesday night, more vio- 
lent, in fact, than it has been since the 
night last fall when the United States flag 
was stripped from its staff and torn into 
shreds to be divided among the leading 
spirits of the mob as mementoes of their 
prowess, 

That there was no blood spilled was due 
solely to the marvelous forbearance of the 
sympathizers of the Christians who might 
after night confine themselves to protecting 
the women and who will not bring the city 
into further disgrace by meeting violence

with violence until absolutely compelled to. 

The outbreak Thursday night began with 
the throwing of rotten eggs from the bor- 
ders of the crowd. The boisterous singing 
of the choruses of the army was then be- 
gun, but that proved too tame, and the 
crowd began to push, 

The first rushes were of such violence 
that the circle was completely broken up 
and it was never re-formed, the soldiers 
staying as closely together as possible, but 
being hopelessly mixed up with their ‘per- 
secutors. 

An attempt was made to keep up the mus- 
ic, but the instruments were knocked from 
the hands of the musicians and the voices 
of the 4 drowned out by the shouts 
of the mob. 

A well-dressed gentleman, a stranger in 
the city, who had béen observing the prog- 
ress of things from the borders of the 
crowd, pushed his way to the side of the 
banner bearer, and, removing his hat, tried 
to reason with the crowd. He was permit- 
ted.to say just enough to let them see the 
tenor of his remarks, when a score of faces 
were protruded into his, and his voice 
drowned out with a chorus of fierce yells. 
Fle made repeated appeals to the crowd to 
listen to him, only to be replied to with yells 
and hoots, and he finally gave it up.

He excused himself for a few minutes to 
go to his room, and when

Mr. David was there. He had come home, 
so Mrs. Blackwell and Wade say, the worse 
for liquor. 

P avid glared at Wade, and then came the 
geht. 


“You insulted me last Sunday, and I am 
going to cut you to pieces,” said David and 
with that he made a motion toward Wade's 
throat. 

The clothing salesman saw 4 knife blade 
glisten in the moonlight, and was paral- 
yzed with fear. 

He did not even drop his hat, or move 
his hands. A slight lurch of his body to 
the left prevented the knife from finding re- 
pose in Wade's throat, but there was @ 
sound as of ripping cloth that terrified the 
ladies and caused some of them to scream, 
ed they thought that murder was Deing 
done. 

The knife struck Wade near the right 
shoulder and cut his coat, shirt and under- 
shirt to the elbow, but did not scratch the 
skin of his arm. 

Wade says that David made a second at- 
tempt to let out some of his blood by raising 
his knife and bringing it down with consid- 
erable force toward Wade's stomach. 

The clothing salesman did not desire a 
laparotomy operation, and he made a kick 
at his assailant. 

The knife continued to descend, and 
stopped when it reached Wade’s extended 
ieg, which was slightty gashed just above 
the knee. 

By this time the guests, especially the 
ladies, were badly frightened, for Mrs, 
Blackwell's is a very respectable boarding 
house, and Lucas avenue out that way 
has very few cutting scrapes. 

David cut short the agony of his victim 
and the spectators by pocketing his knife 
and announcing his intention to flee to East 
St. Louis.

This reflects on the authorities, who as- 
sured the press that missionaries were the 
instigators. The women now declare they 
acted of their own accord. 

William Gulick, an American missionary, 
so far from sympathizing with the Cubans, 
declares that all his sympathies are with 
Spain and that he protested against the 
speeches of Senators Sherman and Morgan 
in the Senate at Washington. Senor Arang- 
jo, the other missionary, who was said to 
be an American subject and a filibuster 
agent, ‘s a native of Seville and a sound 
Spaniard. 

The whole story shows the deep sus- 

icion with which everything American is 
ooked on in Spain, even by the authorities. 
Every American is considered an agent of 
the filibuster, or at least as their ac- 
tive supporter. 


ON THE LAURADA’S TRACK. 


The Reina Mercedes in Quest of the 
Filibuster. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 14.—It is stated 
in this city that the Spanish cruiser Reina 


Mercedes has started northward along the 
Atiantic coast in quest of the Laurada. 
The filibuster sailed a week ago, bearing a | 
portion of one of the best equipped expedi- 
tions that has gone to the insurgents’ ald. 
The remainder of the arms is to be trans- 
ferred to her at the distance of a hundred 
miles off the Florida coast from a swift tug, 
which slipped out of Tampa Tuesday night. 


Spaniards Want Damag@. 


HAVANA, Aug. 14.~Havana newspapers 
urge the Spanish Government to hold the 
United States responsible for damages sus- 
tairféd from filibustering expeditions from 
American ports since the outbreak in Cuba 
began. 

Mr. Rigney, the owner of the Ceiba Heuca 
sugar mills and plantations, just destroyed 
near Manzanillo, has arrived here to file 
his claims for damages. He had a long con- 
sultation with Consul General Lee and they 
called at the palace to lay the case before 
the Qaptain General. Mr. Rigney estimates 
his loss at nearly $2,000,000. 


Pan-American Congress. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 14.—The sessions of 
the Pan-American Cohgre have begun 
here. This congress was called at the insti- 
gation of Ecuader, and that republic is rep- 
resented, as are also Salvador, Costa Rica, 
Guatemala and Honduras. Sessions are held 
daily at the National Palace and are pri- 
vate, being presided over by Me. Lewis 
Caro of Ecuador.

The police have determined to keep Olive 
street clear of street-walkers.

Rival Plasterers’ Organizations Get 
Together on Olive Street. 


Rivalry between members of ‘two plas-

W.N. Thornton applied at the warrant of- 
fice Friday and asked Col. Dick Johnson for 
a warrant against a gang who assaulted him 
and two fellow plasterers, Frank Phelps 
and Peter Henson. They are employed on 
the old Fagin building at Eighth and Olive 
streets, and are members of Journeymen 
Plasterers’ Union No, 1. 

A number of plasterers are at work on the 
Chemical building, and they are members 
of the Journeymen Plasterers’ Protective 
International Association. According to 
Thornton, two men, both named M ke Car- 
roll, are leaders of the Chemical building 
plasterers, and for several days the Car- 
rolls have been twitting Thornton and his 
companions for being ‘“‘scabs.’’ They were 
told they had no right to work in St. Louis, 
unless they were members of the union. 

Thornton said he and his friends were 
un‘on men, and were going to work as long 
ae they could find emplcoyment.*® This en- 
raged the plasterers on the Chem'‘cal build- 
ing, Thornton avers, and led by the Carrolls, 
they made an assault on Thornton, Phelps 
and Henson. 

Thornten says the men had knives and 
would have used them had not the pat- 
rolman stationed at the Federal building 
interfered. At Thornton’s request the of- 
ficer arrested the Carrolls, but released 
them withow%& making an investigation.

THE FRUIT CROP. 


The Agricultural Report Shows Fine 
Prospects for Apples. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The Agricul- 
tural Department August report of fruit 
conditions is as follows: Apples—The gen- 
eral condition advanced during July from 
64.6 to 65.7, a gratifying indication of sus- 
tained crop prospects. This general average 
covers all kinds of apples, early and late, 
in all sections of the country, commercially 
important or unimportant as producers, 
and the State percentages must be uged to 
determine the outlook for particular com-_| 
mercial supplies. Notwithstanding a gen- 
eral condition of 64.6 on July 1, which was 


law, as far as the crop of the country was 
concerned, it was specifically stated that 
“prospects for excellent crops” continued 
in States of the Northern belt, from Maine 
to Minnesota, and in Iowa, with fair but 


ols and Indiana. In the present report a 
very general betterment is shown in that 
region. 

Correspondents confirm their earlier judg- 
meng as to quality and add gratifying ~ 
formation as to the prospective high qual- 
ity of the fruit. The condition is very spot- 
ted in Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, man 
counties reporting entire failure, wh 
others report abundant crops, which ac- 
counts for the somewhat lower conditions 
of those States. It seems hardly necessary 
to inform those interested in the apple 
trade that the chief source of supply of 
winter or keeping apples is in this North- 
ern région, where conditions, both July 1 
and Aug. 1, were in the main; high. o 
show clearly what these conditions mean a 
weight average for the thirteen States in- 
cluded has been computed, This stands at 
83.6. In the past a final condition of 7 
per cent or over has been followed by an 
abundant supply of re so that the ex- 
cellence of the crops of the present season, 
in this particular extensive region, is plaini 
evident. In other parts of the country wi 
a few exceptions the condition is low. 

Peaches— nt returns show generally 
reduced condition, Of the commercial States 
the best prospects Still are found in Dela- 
ware, Michigan, Ohio and Maryland, while 
in New Jersey, Virginia, Georgia and Cali- 
fornia percentages indicate less than half 
a crop. In Delaware the early crop was 


and fruit on the trees is badly stung there 
and in Maryland, though a fine product is 
expected from the mountain orchards of 
the latter State. In Michigan and Ohio 
excellent crops are indicated. 

Grapes—The condition of grapes is gener- 
ally high. Some complaints are made of 
rot, due to the excessively moist season, but 
seemingly not extensive enough to much 
affect the general ¢ondition.

He has become inured 
bo 4 SRCEEenS and thinks he is lucky to be 
It was Sunday afternoon tha 
misfortune befell him, The +o Re ag 
tensely hot, and the electric fans in Ed 
Weiler’s thirst parlor, “The Servia,” at 
Seventh and Pine streets, were working 
Overtime to lower the temperature, 
Hirschorn and Weiler were seated at a table 
— pear, yee to — cool. 

e Servia is located on the ground 
of a three-story building. The icon Bye 
winter months, is heated by a stove. The 
flue for the building was evidently an after 
thought, and was built on the inside of the 
room. Its weight was sustained@y a pro- 
ection fasten to the east wall on the 
ower floor. 

It was under this fue that Hirschorn and 
Weiler were sitting. The flue had never 
fallen before and they were not expecting it 
to fall then. 

But it did fall, and, of course, Hirschorn 
got the worst of it. The whole structure, 
several tons of brick and mortar, and an 
accumulation of twenty-five years of soot, 
covered Hirschorn in an instant. 

Weller sprang out of the way and only one 
brick hit him. 

Bartender Phil Rosenberg was present and 
saw the accident. He called the negro por- 
ter, who got a scoop and dug Hirschorn out 
of the debris. 

He was not dead, as they expected he 
would be. He did not even lose conscious- 
ness and was sensible to all the pain at- 
tendant upon the operation, He asked to 
be sent home and a carriage was called. 

When he reached his home at 1217 Morri- 
6on avenue a physician made an examina- 
tion and found the injuries as above stated. 

Had this accident befallen anyone else in 
St. Louls other than Harry Hirschorn it 
would not be so remarkable. Following on 
the theels of his other misfortunes it is sig- 
nificant. 

On June 7 the Post-Dispatch told about 
Hirschogn’s vicissitudes in the West in 
search of wealth. He was a traveling sales- 
man who converted all his belongings into 
peeey money and invested it in Cripple 
Creek gold mining property. One day, while 
drilling a hole in a huge rock in the shaft, 
he put in an extra large charge of powder. 
He started to tamp it down, when it ex- 
ploded. He was able to resume work in 
three or four weeks. By that time his pelp 
had found out that the mine was a ‘“‘frbst 
and the quartz was not worth the digging. 

He abandoned the mine and bought an- 
other for $1,000. It was splendidly located. 
The work of sinking the shaft was pro- 
gressing nicely. He sent samples of the 
quartz to two different assayers. One said 
it was worth $5.50 per ton and the other said 

; number of operators wanted to buy. 
One man offered him §3, Another offered 
$4,000. Others came along and one man of- 
fered $8,000. But Hirschorn held on. 

Visions of a regular bonanga loomed u 
before him.and he ordered his miners to drill 
deeper so that they might the more quickly 
reach the main vein. Ollowing his orders 
they drilled through four feet of solid rock. 
They lighted the fuse and ran to a place of 
safety. b

the skies. * Hirschorn's eyes opened and 
bulged, and he inquired of his head miner 
what was the matter, 

“It means that you have a hot spring,” 
was the reply, ‘“‘and the mine you refused 
$8,000 for is a hole in the ground not worth 
15 cents."’ 

He consulted various mining experts, but 
they all confirmed the miner's opinion. 

In a day or two the Cripple Creek fire oc- 
curred. Hirschorn’s boarding-house was 
reduced to aNnes and all his clothing and 
valuables were burned. 

Being out-of money and seeing no particu- 
larly alluring prospects there, he started 
home. He reached St. Louis the day after 
the tornado. His father’s house on Morri- 
son avenue was leveled and his little niece, 
who lived with the family, was killed. His 
father was caught in the crash and received 
permanent spinal injuries. 

Hirschorn was satisfied to take his West- 
ern misfortunes gracefully, but he thought 
he ought to realize something pout of his 
Sunday’s accident. 

He carried two accident policies and he 
has filed his claims against the companies. 
He does not think people have any right to 
own sch rickety buildtmges and has also 
filed a suit against the owner of the build- 
ing, a Mrs. Dwyer, for $2,500 damages. He 
says Mrs. Dwyer’s representative offereu to 
compromise with him for $250, but he de- 
eljned. He said it was worth more than 
that to fy to sleep one night during the hot 
spell incased in his covering of plaster paris 
and flanne!l.

BUTTER FOR THEM. 


JANNOPOULA’S BEER GARDEN 
SUPPORTS A MAGISTRATE. 


JUSTICE BELLEVILLE’S FEES. 


Every Man Slugged at the Beer Gar- 
den Has to Pay the Justice and 
the Men Who Slugged Him. 


If Jannopoula’s beer garden should be 
wiped off the map by a tornado ora crowd 
of outraged citizens, there are a lot of men 
who would be in danger of starvation. 

‘Justice. John Belleville of Florissant is 
one of them. This learned Magistrate has 


hed thirty-three cases docketed in his court 
since May 17 of this year, and seventeen 
of them grew out of the assaults on visitors 
to Jannopoula’s garden by Jannopoula’s 
ermed thugs. 

The costs in these cases footed up $328.70, 
besides fines imposed. As the fines,which go 
to the county, have seldom exceeded $1 in 
each case and in many have been remitted, 
the county received but little. 

In no case have the costs been remitted. 
They reimburse Justice Belleville, Con- 
Prosecuting Attorney 
eidorn and the witnesses in the case. 
The witnesses consisted solely of the 
beer garden private police, 

Judge Belleville receives no salary as 
Justice of the Peace, His pay is in fees 
only, and as he has no other occupation 
his living depends entirely on the cases 
that are brought before him for trial. 

Constable Sid Garrett is in the same fix. 

he captain of the beer garden private 
police, J. A. Henson, is licensed as a dep- 
uty constable by Constable Garrett. 

Civil suits are very scarce in St. Ferdin- 
and Township. It is an unusually orderly 
neighborhood. Rarely do any of its in- 
habitants commit an offense to bring them 
under Judge Belleville’s jurisdiction. 

Henson takes care that Judge Belleville 
and Congtable Garrett do not starve. He 
supplies the court with nearly all of the 
cases. 

Henson shares in the results. For each 
case he receives witness fees ranging from 
$1.60 to $2.20, according to the number of 
continuances and the nufhber of times he 
rides from Wells Station to Florissant and 
return in peng court. The fare is 40 
cents for the round trip and no deduction 
is made where the passenger is a witness 
in the St. Louis & Suburban Railway Co.'s 
behalf. 

Justice Belleville’s fee, that of Constable 

Garrett and the witness fees are invariably 
paid by the défendant. 
In all the disturbances at the beer gar- 
den that grow out of the officiousness and 
brutality.of the private police, not one de- 
fendant has been found innocent by Judge 
Belleville. Some have been fined, some have 
had their fines remitted, and the cases of a 
few have been dismissed, but in all the de- 
fendants have had to pay the costs. 

They have thought themselves fortunate 
if Henson was the only witness whose lee 
had to be paid. 

Frequently from two to four witnesses 
additional from the ranks of the beer gar- 
den and [gree police have been in attend- 
ance, and these made the fees larger. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter went out to Flor- 
issant and from Judge Belleville’s docket 
obtained a list of the cases brought be- 
fore him from Jannapoula’s beer gar- 
den by Private Policeman Henson: 

Following are the cases: 

May 19—John W. Hotson was arrested at 
the Suburban by J. A. Henson and his as- 
sistants. A warrant was issued by Judge 
Belleville charging him with disturbing Hen- 
son’s peace. He pleaded guilty and was 
fined $1 and costs.

“I appointed him Deputy Constable so 
that he could make arrests,” 

“Have you not heard the complaints 
against him, and do you not think you 
should revoke his authority?’ 

“Of course I have heard this talk, but no 
complaints have reached me. I have power 
to remove him, but it will have to be proved 
to me that he is unfit to exercise the au- 
thority before ft revoke it.” 

“Did you clothe the other officers at 
“The Suburban” with the power they ex- 
ercise?’’ 

“No. Some of them, I believe, were ap-

As an example of the character of the 
cases taken before Judge Belleville by Hen- 
son, here are the experiences of J. C. Long 
and A. R, Stansbury, whose names appear 
on Judge Belleville’s docket as having been 
arrested on June 5, and their cases dismissed 
on June 9 on payment of $16.10 costs each: 

“Friday evening,, June 5, Mr. Long, 
another friend and myself went out to the 
Suburban,”’ said Mr. Stansbury to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

“We started home about 11 o’clock. I at- 
tempted to get on a car, and had my foot 
on the step. There was a man on the plat- 
form wearing a conductor’s uniform. He 
was nut a conductor, but was an emplaye 
of the railway company. He kicked me in 
the chest as I stepped on the platform. 

“I got off at once. Mr. Long ran along 
toward the car and four of the special! of- 
ficers went after him. They arrested him 
and put him in the guard house. A gen- 
tleman, whom I afterward learned to be 
President Turner of-the railroad company, 
py standing near and saw the entire af- 
air. 
see Long. He said yes, and I started over. 
ficers. One of them was this man Henson. 
I asked him what right he had to arrest 
Long, and he told me that because I wae so 
fresh he would take me as well, 

“‘He placed me under arrest, and about an 
nour afterward we were taken to Floris- 
sant, 

“We were not locked up, because my other 
friend went with us and bailed us out. 

“The following Tuesday we were fined by 
Justice Belleville at Florissant, the fine 
and costs amounting to $16 each. My law- 
yer was Sterling P. Bond. He told me 
that if I could spare the time he could 
beat the case, but I decided not to bother 
with it. 

“I have said nothing about the matter 
before, because it was all over with, and I 
did not care to have any notoriety. When 
I learned of the experience of Mr. Voelker 
and that he intended to act, I decided to 
tell of my experience. 

“While at Florissant I was told that the 
Justice there makes nothing out of these 
cases unless there ig a conviction.”’

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POLICE STIRRED TO ACTION BY 
POST-DISPATCH EXPOSURE. 


THERE IS A LAW AGAINST IT. 


Chief Harrigan and Col. Dick John- 
gon Working in Conjunction to Pun- 
ish Proprietor Silverstone. 


Every day that the Boston Drug Store 
remains open constitutes a separate and 
distinct violation of the State pharmacy 
law. 

The State Board of Pharmacy knows that 
the law is being violated every day, and 
that the drug store is a mere pretense. 
The police know that a cocaine joint exists 
at the corner of Twelfth street and Frank- 
lin avenue. Every negro fiend in the neigh- 
'borhood knows that every day a dime’s 
worth of the stuff is used the man who 
sells it is a lawbreaker. 

There is plenty of law against selling 
cocaine or any other poison in the manner 
in which it is being sold at the Boston 
Drug Store. There is a penalty for each 
offense, and there is plenty of evidence 


that the offense is daily and nightly com- 
mitted at the joint in question. 


The State pharmacy 
section 4618, Revised Stat 

“Sec. 4618. Selling Poisons—Conditions, 
etc., penalty.—It shall be unlawful for any 
person to retafl any poisons enumerated in 
schedules ‘A’ and ‘B,’ except as follows: 
Schedule ‘A’—arsenic and its preparations, 
mercury, cyanide of potassium, 
hydrocianic acid, strychnia and all other 
poisomous vegetable alkaloids and their 
Salts, and the essential oil of bitter almonds. 
Schedule ‘B’—oplum and its preparations, 
except paregoric and other preparations of 
opium containing less than two grains to 
the ounce; aconite, belladonna, colchicum, 
conium, nux vomica, henbane, savin, ergot, 
cotton root, cantharides, creosote,veratrum, 
digitalis and their pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, croton oil, chloroform,chloral hydrate, 
sulphate of zinc, corrosive sublimate, red 
precipitate, white precipitate, mineral acids, 
carbolic acid, oxalic acid, without ~ye 
the box, vessel or paper in which the sai 
poison is contained, and also the outside 
wrapper or cover, with the name of the artt- 
cle, the wofd ‘poison’ and the name and 
place of tusiness of the seller. 

“Nor shall it be lawful for any person to 
sell or deliver any poisons enumerated in 
echedules ‘A’ and ‘B,’ unless upon due 
inquiry it be found that the purchaser is 
aware of its poisonous character, and rep- 
resents that it is to be used for legitimate 
purposes. Nor shall it be lawful for any 
registered pharmacist to sell any poisons 
included: in scedule ‘A,’ without, before 
delivering the same to the purchaser, caus- 
ing an entry to be made in a book kept for 
that pu se, stating the date of sale, name 
and address of purchaser, the name of 
poison sold, the purpose for which it was 
represented by the purchaser to be required, 
and the name of dispenser—such book to be 
always open for inspection by the proper 
authorities, and to be preserved for at least 
five years. The provisions of this section 
shall not apply to the dispensing of poison 
in not unusual quantities or doses upon the 

rescriptions of practitioners of medicine. 
Nor shall it be lawful for any licensed or 
registered druggist or pharmacist to retail, 
sell or give away any alcoholic liquors or 
compounds as a beverage. Any person vio- 
lating the provisions of this section shall 

deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not 
less than $25 nor more than $100 dollars. 
(Laws 1881, p. 132.)"’ 

Mr. Louis Silverstone of the Boston Drug 
Store may have a book, as the law roves. 
and he may on occasions go through with 
the formalities required, but in the vast 
majority of cases he does not. 

The 10 cents’ worth procured for the 
Post-Dispatch investigation was not regis- 
tered, nor was any pretense made at regis- 
tering it. 

In aH the other cases which frequent this 
place no registering is done. The negroes 
and white women who go there to snuff 
do not know what the book is, and probably 
could not sign it if they did. Should they 
even do that, the chances are that they 
would He with perfect freedom, bred of 
long practice. 

Mr. Silverstone is not a gentleman dis- 
posed to go to useless expense and a book 
to register all sales and a olerk to keep 
track of the book would cost money. There- 
fore it is dispensed with as an unnecessary 
luxury.

I 
cannot, of course, say just what my action 
will be, but I shall consult with Chief Des- 
mond, and I have no doubt but that we can 
find a way to stop this cocaine business in 
very short order.” 

A call was made at the drug store of F. 
W. Sennewald, Secretary of the State Phar- 
macy Board. The Secretary was out of 
the city, but his son, who acts for him 
while he is away, said: 

“My father has known of that place for 
some time and has done all he could to 
break it up. but without success. The 
board is so hampered for want of sufficient 
funds that it can really do but very little. 
The man who has the license for the store 
failed in his @¢xaminations twice before he 
finally succeeded in passing, but aside 
from that I understand that they employ 
unregistered clerks and in fact advertise 
for such. 

“Tf it can be shown in any way ‘that one 
of these clerks has put up a prescription 
containing, say a little morphine, it will be 
a very serious offense and can be punished 
severely. 

“T doubt, however, if you could get a 
prescription filled at the store where they 
sell the cocaine. You might do so, but I 


doubt it.” 

‘The reason the pesres® of the place want 
their cocaine rolled for them after they buy 
it is to keep the druggist from adulterating 
it. As long as it is in the crystal they 
can tell if it is pure, Once it is in a pow- 
der it is hard to tell what it is.”’ 

Mr. Sennewald produced his poison book, 
in which is recorded every sale of, poison 
made in the past five years. It gives the 
date and hour of each sale, the quantity and 
kind of poison, the purpose for which it is 
to be used, and then the name, address and 
description of each purchaser. 


While exhibiting the book, Mr. Senne- 
wald said: ‘ 

‘‘A legitimate druggist who conducts his 
business honestly and has nothing to fear 
would rather keep a book like this than 
not. Even if a purchaser signs a wrong 
name or gives a false reason for getting the 
drug, the seller is relieved of the main re- 
sponsibility, and if false representations 
have been made to him, it is the other per- 
sons who must suffer the penaity.”’ 

As a general proposition, Mr. Sennewald 
said that ary drug store which made it 
a practice of catering to trade such as is 
developed by the sale of cocaine or mor- 
phine was a disgrace to the profession and 
should be wiped out of existence. 

It is a fact that Silverstone hires for as 
little money as he can ufregistered drug 
clerks, some of whom know as much about 
making up prescriptions some police- 
men do about grammar. These clerks may 
or may not be called upon to compound 
medicines, but as long as they are em- 
ployed they are a menace to public safety.

Wheat receipts were 300,000 bu less than 
last week and 473,000 bu smaller than correspond- 
ing week last year. A very much larger proportion 
is from this country this week, the percentage be- 
ing nearly 49, against anly a little over 9 per cent 
a year ago. 

One Chicago elevator concern has sold so far this 
week 1,000,000 bu corn, all for export, the freight 
room having been engaged, and part of the corn 
now en route.

Foreigners were reported as good buyers of wheat 
around yesterday—at New York, Chicago, Duluth and 
elsewhere—as well as accepting freely of flour 
offers from Minneapolis.
